result of the settlement of the Balkan 
imbroglio. Germany seems to have 
Ihe best of it, according to Hon. T. 
P. O'Connor, who writes from Lon- 
don to the Chicago Tribune, and who 
seems to know more about what is 
going on than any ot the other 
foreign correspondents. After com- 
ment lug on Sir Edward Grey's de- 
fense of the British Ministry, Mr. 
O'Connor says:. 

"The most exasperating fact, how- 
ever, Is that while Grey threatened 
Germany if she attempted to domin- 
ate Europe and Isolate England*. 
Germany has this week dominated 
Europe and isolated England. In 
spite of official denials, the English 
anti-German newspapers maintain 
doggedly that Germany threatened 
Russia and prepared to inobili/.e 
troops and invade Russia in order to 
force an acceptance by Russia of .Aus- 
tria's annexation of llosnia. They say 
Knssia's scared and nrnmpt knuckling 
under to Germany without taking the 
Erne to consult England or France 
placed both of these countries in a 
humiliating position." 

Thus according lo his idea the 
Germans dominate all Europe. Not 
the Germans, or the German Empire 
alone, but the coalition between Ger- 
many and Austria, that has been 

<< •nted bv the apparent settlement 

of the Balkan finest ion. 

The correspondent believes that 
Ihe war clouds have not entirely been 
dispelled, and In this connection 
says : 

"Altogether the slate of feeling in 
Europe today is more restive, more 
perilous and more warlike than for 
u long time, even though little Servia 
was brought to reason and a prospect 
of an Immediate war in the Balkans 
has entirely vanished. If the pres- 
ent temper between England and 
Germany continues, some little Inci- 
dent would precipitate a conflict and. 
with the prospect of an early return 
of the Tories to power, preaching 
innumerable DreaJnoughts and in- 
spired by a fierce anti-German feel- 
ing, the lovers of European peace are 
not happy. Lloyd-George summoned 
up the geueral Impression of the 
present situation in a private conver- 
sation with friends by quoting the 
phrase of William Pitt, 'Roll up the 
map of Europe, it will not be needed 
for a generation.' and adding. 'Roll 
up the map of social progress. It will 
not be wanted for a generation.' " 

Hon. John Redmond and his col- 
leagues in the Irish Parliamentary 
party are apparently satisfied with 
the progress of the Blrrell land bill. 
England has her hands full with Ger- 
many just at present, and Is not at 
all anxious for disturbances nearer 
at home; witness the release of J. P. 
Karreli. M. P., from Kllnialnham jail 
last week. Mr. Farrell Is the editor 
of the Ixrngford leader, and went to 
jail on December 23 to serve six 
mouths ou the charge of publishing 
iutlmldatory resolutions in his paper. 

Mr. Kartell was released on a cer- 
tificate ofTered by a Government phy- 
sician 'o the efTect tlm his life would 
be endangered by further incarcera- 
tion.

The Right Rev. James J. Keane, 
Bishop of Cheyenne, Wyo., delivered 
a series of lectures at Buffalo last 
week under the auspices of the 
Knights of Columbus, and in each 
of those lectures he expounded the 
teachings of the Catholic church and 
told of the attitude of the church 
regarding secular affairs. Either 
before or during each lecture he was 
asked questions, which he answered 
ably and in an instructive manner. 
On Tuesday night he was prodded on 
the labor question. Bishop Keane re- 
plied: 

"Someone asks me if 1 believe in 
labor unions. The power of a man's 
strength and agihty ure his 
patrimony. They arc the capital 
with wnich he begins life. They are 
bis. ns belonging to his personality, 
and be has a right to them and to 
their product, and In this age of or- 
ganucatlon the workingman. taught 
by those wiser in matters At 
economy, has associated with his fel- 
low men for the protection of his in- 
terests. He has a commodity that is 
marketable, and he has a perfect 
right to do what be can to maintain 
a price which will secure to him a 
living wage. Thnt means not mere 
■UDStinence but some ease and coin- 
fort. He has o right to a wage which 
will enable him. if be is econiical and 
moral, to rear a family. 

"He organizes f,„. the protection of 
his interests and lo secure that wage 
necessary and just. • Such an or- 
ganisation is good in law and good 
economy, and I make no hesitation 
in encouraging the lalmring man to 
do what he can. in justice, to main- 
tain that which will secure to him 

these lights. 

"All InrR-e organisations have their 
inconveniences and their dangers. 
I'he honest trorklngman will guard 
against the dangers, nnd try to 
bridge over Ihe inconveniences. I 
think orgentaatfbn* should !>e so reg- 
ulated that they may not discourage 
excellence by denying exceptional 
proficiency adequate compensation. 
Vo human philosophy and no creation 
of forces will ever be able to make 
all men equal. They are not so 
naturally, and you can not secure 
artificial equality, 

There is another danger— labor 
unions naturally encourage and help 
the weak. That is proper. It is 
right. It is Christian. But it is dif- 
ficult to rlo that without encouraging 
indolence, nr.d the man who won't 
work should starve. The man who is 
entitled to a just wage is (he man 
who will give a just labor, and labor 
is scarce)] what it ought to be unless 
the laborer have an interest in the 
things which are his employer's. 

"There is another danger— It it 
thut of beiii|f influenced to look at 
only one side of a complicated ques- 
ion, and 1 fear that we have lieen 
running wrong In that matter iu 
this country. I feel that there has 
been too much indiscriminate de- 
nunciation of capitalist wealth. It 
has been denounced as robbery.
